Women’s wedding pants are richly 
embroidered with symbolic mo- 
tifs.

(Feb. 16-29, Sundays-Thursdays) 
Danny constructs bamboo gongs 
(agung a tamlang) typically 
played in a Rulintang ensemble. 
The music is performed at wed- 
dings and for spirit healing 
ceremonies.

Papel Picado 

(Feb. 1-13, Sundays-Thursdays) 
During Mexico’s Dia de los Muer- 
tos celebrations, tissue paper cut- 
outs (papel picado) with skeletons 
and death imagery are used to 
decorate the house and home 
altars. 


Claude Clark — West African 
Handcarved Stools 
(Tuesdays-Saturdays) 

Many West African cultures believe 
that a stool houses the spirit of its 
owner, even after death. Thus, the 
stool acts as a medium of commu- 
nication with ancestors.

Academy Research 


The journal Copeia, considered 
the most authoritative and presti- 
gious journal in the field of 
ichthyology, has given a very 
favorable review to Catalog of the 
Genera of Recent Fishes. Written 
by the Academy’s Senior Curator 
of Ichthyology, William N. Es- 
chmeyer, this book was described 
in the review as “...a goldmine of 
information...Fish systematists 
now have a modern, accurate, and 
complete reference book.’

Ken Goldman, a researcher asso- 
ciated with Dr. John McCosker in 
Aquatic Biology, recently tracked a 
great white shark off the Farallon 
Islands. A transmitter was success- 
fully placed in a feeding shark. 
The transmitter records the inter- 
nal body temperature and pressure 
of the shark and its location in the 
water column. The data collected 
on this shark indicated that the 
shark was maintaining an elevated 
body temperature. This might in- 
dicate that sharks can control their 
body temperature and raises fur- 
ther questions about shark phys- 
iology. This work is part of a 
long-term study of sharks in the 
Farallones where data on feeding 
behavior, physiology and popula- 
tion density is being collected. 

Dr. Pepper Trail, of the Academy’s 
Ornithology department, recently 
visited the Ornithology Laborato- 
ry at Cornell University to collect 
data on the historical changes in 
rates of cowbird brood parasitism. 
The brown-headed cowbird lays its 
eggs in other bird’s nests. This 
reduces the success of the original 
nesting species and Dr. Trail hopes 
his research will lead to a greater 
understanding of the impact of these 
cowbirds on American songbirds.

“Exploring the Universe” 


Where did we come from? What 
brought us here? Where will it all 
end? These questions have fasci- 
nated humanity for countless 
generations, giving rise to 
cosmology—the study of the 
universe as a whole. 

Although modern cosmologists 
have no complete answers to these 
questions, they have an array of 
amazing theories. These include 
the recent concept of “inflation, 
the idea that everything we call 
the universe grew from a sub- 
microscopic bubble in an instant 
of time. 

On February 18th, Dr. Donald 
Goldsmith, visiting Associate 
Professor of Astronomy, UC Ber- 
keley, will offer his fascinating in- 
sight into the question; “How Did 
the Universe Begin and How Will 
it End?” Dr. Goldsmith is the 
author of ten books, including

“The Astronomers,” the compan- 
ion volume to the PBS series.
